At this time I am unpre- 
pared to say what my determination will 
be in tho matter. I expect to be here 
today., and will decide whether or not I 
will enter the field." 


Further than to make this statement 


Lenroot declined to discuss the possibil- 
ity of his candidacy. He wns engaged in 
a visit with W. H. Dick, Batten's man- 
ager, and it is assumed that the situa- 
tion was being discussed.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 7.—Many 


of the eastern newspapers have taken a 
new tack in their comment upon the 
resignation of Mr. Spooner.' For several 
days following the announcement of the 
resignation there continued to bob up in 
various forms of query, "what does this 
resignation mean and what is there back 
of it?" 
The average man here as else- 


where, was unable to understand how 
anybody would be willing to surrender 
a seat in the senate of the United States 
without a definite promise of something I 
better. Accordingly search for a motive 
other than that given was pursued ag 
gressively. Mr. Spooner made it clear 
tlmt he hud no purpose to go upon the 
Supreme bench or to become a member of 
the president's cabinet This rumor dis- 
posed of, the versatile dealers in conject- 
ure1 seined upon the presence in the city 
of E. H. Harriman to build a prognosti- 
calion that Mr. Spooner was retiring to 
become the legal advisor of the railway 
wizard.

As stated briefly in last night's Jour- 


nal Attorney Kearney of this city ap- 
peared before the joint transportation 
committee of the legislature yesterday 
in opposition to the Le Roy bill which 
extends the authority of the state rail- 
road commission over companies produc- 
ing selling power, light, heat, and water. 
This is a highly important bill, as it pro- 
poses to give the railroad commissii>n 
power to fix the standard of service iitid 
regulate the charges of these corpoia,- 
tions. 


Mr. Kearney represented the water 


companies of Kacine, 
Sheboygan and 


Marinette. He was of. the opinion that 
the law would be n great hardship. luij 
injustice upon vested interests if it 
to be enacted in its present form, ll'p 
suggested many 
amendments 
in • the 


event that the committee 
made 
any 


favorable report. He spoke of the many 
eases in which local patrons of these ser- 
vice corporations made unreasonable de- 
mands upon the corporations nnd the 
courts, when tlie corporations had re- 
sorted to litigation, stepped in and pre- 
served the rights of Ihe corporation?, lie 
was interrupted by Senator Lockncy 
with a request "please cite us some of 
Ihose cases," and Mr. Kearney said he 
would gladly do so. He reserved the 
privilege, however, to cite. Ihe cases. in 
the fornj af a brief to be later submit- 
ted.

In all this fac- 
tional strife Senator Spooner has stood 
at the head" of one faction and Senator 
La Toilette at the head of the other. 
Both have won and maintained personal 
honors. Spooner was re-elected laBfc time 
by a legislature that was La Toilette's 
on everything except the personal issue 
of the senatorship. Spooner -was tri- 
umphantly eleetei 


If Senator Spooner had continued in 


office until the end of the present terra 
and then adhered to his announced; de- 
termination of refusing re-election uc 
would have been placed in the position 
of retiring under fire. It has been in the 
cards to contest Spooner's seat when the 
Wisconsin legislature meets two years 
hence, although recent indications have 
been that the defeat of the senior sen- 
ator, if he consented to enter the fight, 
would be very hard of accomplishment. 


Senator Spooner's intimates know that 


he nlways has disliked a political fight 
in which hjs own political fortunes have 
been involved. The man who fights with 
relish and effect on the floor of the Sen- 
ate has never been a good fighter in so- 
called practical politics. 
He would not 


take an overactive part ic a fight for an- 
other term; but, not wanting that term, 
as he declares, he sees the best way of 
relieving himself of all complications'and 
false motives by withdrawing far ahead 
of any prospective battle. 


At this distance from the scene every- 


thing is speculative as to Senator Spoon- 
cr'rt successor. 
Representatives J5sch, 


Cooper and Jenkins are understood to 
be fullfledged candidates, not to speak of 
the men whose political activities now 
arc confined within 'the state lines who 
may enter the field. Washington has 
liea'rd more of Lieutenant Governor W. 
D. Connor among the latter class than 
of any other individual. 


Senator La Follette, who has fought 


Spooner for years and who suffered his 
first defeat, since coming into party lead- 
ership last fall when his candidate for 
governor was defeated at the primaries 
by Governor Davidson—a former La Fol- 
le'tte lieutenant—probably will not be 
able to participate personally in the con- 
test over Spooner's successor. 


Senator La Follette has not been in 


the Senate chamber for three or four 
days, being confined to hts room by grip. 
He is still abed. His dates ahead for 
lectures from the time Congress adjourns 
which will prevent his return to Madis- 
on while the legislature is in 
session, 


o.nd it is stated tonight that he has no 
present intention of canceling any dates. 


La Follette'? influence is against Con- 


nor, who is chairman of the Republican 
titate committee and formerly was the 
warmest of the La Follette supporters, 
as much as he ever was against Spooner. 
The reason is that Connor, who wanted 
La Follettc's support for governor, rebel- 
led at La Follette domination and joined 
forces with Davidson. In a light Connor 
would get the stalwart (Spooner faction) 
support against any out-and-out 
half- 


breed or La Follette candidate. But the

stands no show, the wish, perhaps, being 
father to the thought. 


It is pointed out that the present leg-

The senator's reply wn's that in a

proposed grounds, rather the submerged 
lands under the lake running out to their 
dock Hiles. 
In view of tin: fact every 


acre of made ground was worth many 
more times than the $-2,1 of the shite, 
far more than the cost of tilling which 
with their immense refuse would be very 
little, this foresight of the governor is 
certainly to be commended. Ife requires, 
that is he blazes the way. for « new bill 
or amendment which shall stipulate ns 
the grounds are thus regained from the 
lake waters title shall follow, otherwise 
the singular anomoly would be presented 
of a great trust owning, despite nil the 
national laws, a very large body of land 
underneath the surface of the lake nnd 
not so very shallow either. 


Yet the approporialion of lands re- 


gained from the lake by means of piling, 
piers thrown out and filling material 
throw i in, continues all along the shore 
of the great lakes.

appropriation of the Steel trust was of 
such verv great amount, that public at- 
tention would have been called to the 
steal going on. so it was thought best 
to get the legislature to consent com- 
puting the. title for a, fractional part of 
the value. Hut ihe honest way if the 
government consents to the filling to the 
outer dock line, is for the Steel trust 
people to be authorized -to fill in with 
their stuff, keeping careful account of the 
exact cost, and lifter filling of the entire 
space to be thus filled then the state and 
national government and the county to 
appoint appraisers and the Steel people 
pay this appraisement, being allowed as 
deduction the exact cost of filling only. 
This is the honent way. .Rut yet it must 
not be forgotten that year after year 
bolh shores of the lakes are being pushed 
out little by little by this continual till- 
ing in, and thut peoplejiving on the 
shores of these lakes after all have some 
sort of equitable interest in the proper 
preservation of the present shore lines.

WIJT ROAD A BAD ONE. 


A road to be good must be dry. A 


wet road bed is a soft road bed. Roads 
should have side ditches that will carry 
the surface and upper soil water away, 
nnd wherever the »:>il is naturally soft 
and springy the drainage should be pro- 
vided. Roads should also be protected 
from rain and'melting snow by roofing 
them with a slightly crowning crust of 
puddled soil. • This cruftt of puddled soil 
is important'for wet or dry'it ia almost 
imprevious to water nnd a road bed thus 
protected .remains hard and wears well 
even through long spells of .wet weather. 
The be*t tool to use for ser.urin-i'a^rust 
is the King or "split log" road drag, 
•ivliich is used \vhen the roads are wet 
and plasters the. soft mud into-every rut 
and hollow. .This tool is the bentfcnown 
ghaper of the road.top. The crown;of 
a level rond should not he o.\vcjc 3!;<pcr 
cent or 2'/2 to 3 inches on a 1C footlturn- 
pikc.
